tary and the city attorney, will attend 
the meeting. 

Daley said he will speak to the 
newly elected city officials about 
“accountability, the budgeting process 
and Provo City Power.” 

“T’ll- be discussing the accountability 
of the city administration because 
there’s no accountability right now,” 
Daley said. 

Daley said he wants to find a way to 
track the performance of city employ- 
ees and city projects. 

“tm going to propose thatthe coun- 
cil’s executive director audit city 
departments and then he’ll find out if 
someone’s doing something inappro- 
priate,” Daley said. 

Daley said he will also discuss some 
changes in the budgeting process and 
brief the newly elected city officials 
on the workings of Provo City Power. 

Hall will also be addressing the 
newly elected council members. 

“We just want to give them a 
glimpse of what they’re getting into,” 
he said.

BYU-Hawaii share 
similar concerns

While students who attend BYU-Hawaii certainly have the edge on surf- 
ing, they don’t necessarily have an edge on graduating faster than their 


mainland cousins. 


Administrators at the Laie, Hawaii, school say their students have many 
.of the same graduation challenges as those who attend school in Provo. © 
Like BYU students, they often juggle family, job and school responsibili- 
ties — and are often learning English to boot. 

“We do have a lot of second-language students and they have to both 
learn Engiish and graduate,” said Lee Ann Lambert, an adviser for the 


school’s newspaper. 


“Yes, timely graduation is definitely an issue here,” said Clark Hirschi, an 
admissions director at the university. “I would suspect that some of our stu- 
dents here are actually taking longer to graduate than those on the main- 


land.” 


Students there graduate in about 12.5 semesters, registration officials say. 


Provo’s average: 11.9 semesters. 


BYU-Hawaii has a 2,000 student ceiling, which it usually adheres to quite 
closely, administrators said. Part of the affiliate campus’ challenge is to 
keep the ratio of South Pacific, Asian and Hawaiian students high, which 
often means turning away qualified mainland applicants. 

“Students from the mainland usually have 1,000 options for higher educa- 
tion,” Hirschi said. “Asians and those from the South Pacific have fewer 


options.” 


When administrators went to Tonga last summer to interview prospective 
students, they met with 200 Tongans in two days. Only 17 were able to 


come to the school. 


Because of demand for its 2,000 seats, high-school grades and ACT 
requirements keep getting higher at BYU-Hawaii. This fall, a prospective 
student needed about.a 2.75 GPA and a 20 ACT to get into the university, 


Hirschi said. 


But those requirements aren’t as stringent as they are in Provo, adminis- 
trators say. Part of the school’s mission is to educate those who have had 
limited learning opportunities, so many with lower grades and test averages 


are given a chance. 


“Our goal is not to provide an elitist education, but to prepare future 
Church leaders. We. look at what opportunities they’ ve had and where 


they’re coming from,” Hirschi said. 


SLC center assists 
timely graduation

At BYU Salt Lake Center, timely 
graduation isn’t even an issue since 
students can’t complete their entire 
education there. 

Instead, administrators at the satel- 
lite campus say the affiliate is part 
of BYU’s timely graduation solu- 
tion. 

“We're a tool to help BYU with 
timely graduation,” said Orson 
Roper, director of the Salt Lake 
Center. “Most of our classes are 
evening classes and it’s convenient 

_ for those who live here or have a 
job here.” 

While timely graduation is not a 
primary goal, the satellite campus 
still experiences some of the prob- 
lems faced by its southern neighbor. 
Students’ time is still torn in several 
different directions — work, school 
and family. f 

Roper said sometimes a class just 
isn’t being offered the semester a 
student needs it. 

The satellite campus usually offers

about 200 classes a semester. Most 
students are professionals upgrading 
their skills in computing or teach- 
ing. Others are non-degree students 
pursuing a particular interest, Roper 
said. 

The affiliate campus can be a life- 
saver to people who need a few 
more credits to graduate and can’t 
drive to Provo. 

Usually the affiliate campus has 
between 1,500 and 1,800 students 
enrolled each semester. Since 
admission is handled from the main 
campus, the requirements are the 
same, Roper said. 

They rarely have to turn people 
away. 

“They can get in here pretty easy,” 
Roper said. “We have a building 
that has 34 classes and several LDS 
seminary buildings we use for over- 
load.” 

BYU students must take at least 
40 credits at the main campus to get 
a degree from BYU.

Federal law sets mandatory minimum sentences for drug cases tried in federal 

courts. The sentences are based on the amount of drug involved with no excep- 

tions for first-time, nonviolent offenders. 


Opponents of long mandatory sentences for first-time offenders say they are 
unfair and counterproductive. But supporters say they are the only way to make 
sure judges impose substantial terms for serious crimes.

Redefine Restoration, 
suggests RLDS member

In recent years, the Reorganized 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter Day 
Saints has struggled with redefining 
itself, an RLDS member said 
Wednesday inalectureat BYU. 

Roger D. Launius, a historian and 
lifetime member of the RLDS church, 
spoke to an assembly of students, 
BYU faculty and members of the 
Mormon History Association, on the 
difficulties the church has balancing 
traditional Restoration concepts and 
mainstream Protestantism. 

Launius emphasized that his opin- 
ions represent those of an RLDS 
member and not a church spokesman. 
An article in Thursday’s Daily 
Universe incorrectly identified 
Launius as an official for the RLDS 
church. 

Launius said three distinct 
Restoration concepts should be rein- 
terpreted for what could be a stronger 
and more dynamic RLDS church. 

The first concept is the value of the 
Book of Mormon because the impor- 
tance of the book to the RLDS church 
is a controversial issue. 

Some RLDS members question the 
Book of Mormon’s historical origins 
and have suggested the church 
exclude the book, he said. 

“From my perspective the Book of 


Mormon, while I believe it’s not an 
authentic history of any group of 
ancient peoples in America, has a 
powerful message for the present-day 
RLDS church and the world as a 
whole,” Launius said. 

The second concept is prophetic and 
personal revelation. 

The president of the RLDS church 
delivers revelations every two years at 
their world conference, he said. 

RLDS revelations are called “docu- 
ments in official parlance,” Launius 
said. The revelations lack eternal sub- 
stance and deal with trivial things and 
personnel changes. 

Launius said he would like to see 
the RLDS prophet be more like the 
prophets in the ancient scriptures. 

“One called of God coming forward 
to lead the people to new heights of 
spirituality,” he said. 

The third is the concept of Zion. 

The RLDS church’s traditional con- 
cept of Zion is “those of us with the 
vision of a better world have a mis- 
sion to bring it about,” Launius said. 

An important decision concerning 
the future of the church was taken 
in 1984 when the RLDS church 
received a_ revelation allowing 
women to hold the priesthood, 
Launius said. 

Some 30,000 members could not 
accommodate the thrust of the institu- 
tion and left the church in 1984 as a 
result of this decision, Launius said.

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Y students join local 
to gather books for inmates

Inmates at the Utah State Prison 
near the point of the mountain will 
soon benefit from the efforts of 
BYU groups and local Relief 
Societies from The Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter-day Saints. 

A tight budget and absence of an 
inter-library loan program because 
of security reasons have caused a 
severe shortage of books at the 
prison’s six libraries. BYU Home 
Economics Association; Kappa 
Omicron Nu, a family and social 
science honors fraternity; and a 
group of BYU students have worked 
with local Relief Societies to spon- 
sor a book drive to replenish the 
prison libraries. 


In addition to the book drive, 
Dennis Jenkins, a senior majoring in 
English from Redwood City, Calif., 
organized a group of students to 
solicit various publishers to donate 
one or two book releases each year. 

Jenkins said last year the prison 
could not buy new books with a 
$12,000 grant for the libraries 
because they had to repair old ones. 

“When they do buy new books 
they wait for the paperback copies 
to come out and then they have to 
buy six copies of every book for 
each library,” he said. “They will 
take anything they can get.” 

Melinda Dooley, senior adviser for 
Kappa Omicron Nu, has taught 
classes at the prison and has helped 
with the project since it began in the 
first week of September. She said

the classics are most in demand. 

“There’s a real problem there — 
the prisoners are bored,” said 
Dooley. “(With no books) ... they 
can’t learn.” 

She said the largest book donations 
have come from Savers and Deseret 
Industries, which donate between 
100 and 500 books weekly from 
those that haven’t sold. 

BYU Bookstore donated about 150:

Many local 
ward Relief Societies have donated 
a minimum of 100 books each. 

The books will be delivered to the 
prison on Dec. 9 and 10. Students 
who wish to donate books can leave 
them on the fourth floor of the 
Wilkinson Center.

Gym work jams Provo High parking —

While BYU students may feel 
cheated of parking space, Provo High 
School students have a greater reason 
to complain. 

Construction, which began Oct. 25 
and will continue through December 
1994, has limited available parking at 
the school, said Betty Clark, Provo 
High School’s athletic director. 

Classrooms and a gymnasium will 
be added to the school, she said. The 
new gymnasium is much larger than 
the school’s existing ones and will 
seat 2,500 students. 

“It’s been a long time in coming,” 
Clark said of the addition. “It’s a 
dream come true.” 

The construction blocks off all but 
17 parking slots from the student lot, 
said Amy Hope, a senior at Provo 
High School. 

To solve the problem, the school has 
opened up parking areas in the auto- 
motive shop, on the driving range and 
behind the football stadium, Clark 
said. 

“T like the idea of the construction, 
but I’m a senior,” said Hope. “And 
there wasn’t enough parking to begin 
with.” 

The construction work also compli- 
cates access to University Avenue, 
she said. 

“When University Avenue and the 
high school are this close together, 
traffic is bound to be affected,” Clark 
said. 

A weight room, wrestling room, 
training room, locker room, home 
economics area and storage area will 
also be added to the school, she said.

The National Organization for 
Women again has a chapter in Utah 
County.

’ Helen Weeks, who co-chairs the 


chapter with Julie Hunter, said the . 


group is just getting organized, but it 
does have some idea of the sues it 
will address in the future. 

“There really is not a place where 
women who are fairly liberal can be 
politically active,” Hunter said. 
“NOW’s political views are more on 
the liberal side.” 

Hunter said the group has not yet 
completed defining their goals 
because they want new members to 
be able to bring issues with them that 
they want to be addressed. 

Some of the chapter’s goals include 
pay equity, freedom for female teens 
to have full access to birth control, 
freedom of choice regarding abortion, 
elimination of gender bias in the 
media and improvement of self- 
esteem for women of all religions 
where chauvinism rules. 

“We recognize these issues are 
somewhat different in Utah County 
than elsewhere,” Weeks said. 

Some of NOW’s other concerns will 
include BYU’s academic freedom, 
religious liberties, child abuse, health 
care reform and generally raising 
awareness of what is going on in the 
community. 

NOW has about 100 members in 
Utah County, but only about 15-20 
active members. 

Hunter said they are working to 
build up membership. 

The chapter will hold its next meet- 
ing at Attucus Bookstore, 1132 South 
State St., on Tuesday at 7:30 p.m. 
Gale Stringham will discuss the Julia 
Hazel case which comes to court this 
month. 

Hazel is the Utah Valley woman 
who killed her husband because she 
says he repeatedly beat her.
